He told a news conference at 
the Statler Hilton Htrtel his cotv 
dusions were based <hi a partial- 
ly completed computerized 
analysis of over 300 photographs 
and 25,000 frames of movie se- 
quences of the assassination. 

Sprague said that although the 
assassination of President Ken- 
nedy was "the most photo- 
grat^ed murder in history," 
with 500 still photographs availa- 
ble, the Warren Commission 
only looked at 26. 
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
